Innisfil's first heritage-designated 
home celebrated a sesquicenten- 
nial birthday party recently. 

David and Candy Steele are the 
current owners of 'Chimney Copse': 
a beautiful brick home on the 3rd 
Line of Innisfil that was the first pri¬ 
vate home in the municipality to 
receive heritage designation in 
2009. 

The Steeles invited special guests 
to the property on Sunday, Sept. 28 
to celebrate the 150th anniversary 
of the home, also known as the 
'Rogerson House'. 

The farmhouse was built in 1864 
for fustice of the Peace and local 
farmer, Frank Rogerson. The style is 
Georgian vernacular, with a 
regency entrance and flemish bond 
brickwork using bricks made from 
local clay. 

"Pure class," said town crier Steve 
Travers, invited to help 'cry' the 
occasion. 

Members of local historical soci¬ 
eties, friends, family members and 
representatives of local government 
were invited to attend the event, 
which also saw the unveiling of a 
new sign identifying the home as 
The Rogerson House. 

David Steele acknowledged that 
it is "by no means the oldest in Inn¬ 
isfil." 



With newspapers full of the 
recent discovery of one of 
Franklin's ships, The Erebus or The 
Terror, on the floor of the Arctic 
Ocean, Steele noted that the home 
was built a full 16 years after the 
disappearance of Franklin's expedi¬ 
tion. 

Bill Kell, historian and current 
owner of the surrounding lands, 
provided more historical back¬ 
ground. The patriarch of the family, 
James Rogerson, came to Canada 
from Dumfries, Scotland in 1832 to 
take up a grant of land on the 3rd 
line, Kell said. The elder Rogerson 
had to clear his fields, stable his 
animals and build a cabin before he 
was joined, the next year, by his 
wife and five young children. 

One of those children was Fran¬ 
cis (Frank), who purchased the land 
next door in 1850 and in 1964, built 
the home for his wife Agnes, and 
their children. Kell brought along 
the original deed of sale, from one 
Thomas Dunn, an Irish settler, to 
Francis Rogerson, signed by sur¬ 
veyor George Lount. 

Chimney Copse has been owned 
by the Steeles for the past 33 years. 

"We've done our best to maintain 
it," said David, expressing some dis¬ 
appointment that despite all the 
focus on heritage preservation, Inn¬ 
isfil still has only four designated 
properties.

It might be the only ribbon cutting 
that was greeted by more barking than 
applause. 

Innisfil's new Leash-free Dog Park, 
located in Centennial Park on the 7th 
Line near 10 Sideroad, was officially 
opened on Sunday by politicians and 
members of the leash-free dog park 
committee. 

But not before dozens of dogs and 
their owners tested out the new fenced 
facility, which offers dogs approximately 
four acres in which to run, with terrain 
that ranges from open field to muddy 
swamp. 

"It's your park. Now we'll open it offi¬ 
cially," Deputy Mayor Dan Davidson 
told the gathered crowd of people and 
pooches. 

After the ribbon-cutting, there was 
cake for the human contingent, and 
special dog-friendly cupcakes for their 
canine companions made with pump¬ 
kin (no sugar) and topped with a doggie 
biscuit. 

Rules for the dog park are posted near 
the entrance, and there is a doggie bag 
dispenser inside the fenced area. Dog 
owners are asked to clean up after their 
pets. 

The park cost an estimated $25,000 to 
construct. Innisfil council set aside 
$15,000 in its budget for the leash-free 
facility. The other $10,000 was raised 
through sponsorship and fundraising by 
the Leash-Free Dog Park Committee.

What is Bridge Financing? 

If you are selling your current home and 
purchasing another home to replace it, bridge 
financing is something you might want to 
consider. Most people who are selling in 
order to buy an upgraded home, try to get 
both deals closed on the same day. This is 
often problematic, as funds from the sale are 
needed to put towards the purchase. What 
sometimes ends up happening is that the sale 
closes late in the evening, or actually does 
not close that day, and so the purchase, as 
a consequence of the delayed sale closing, 
does not get closed. That leaves the person 
homeless for the night, or worse, in breach 
under the purchase agreement. 

A good alternative therefore is having the 
purchase close days or weeks before the sale, 
and taking a bridge loan. This enables the 
person to stagger the purchase and the sale, 
in order to ensure that one is not immediately 
dependent on the other. Bridge financing is 
therefore a very useful tool made available to 
borrowers when the closing date of the home 
they purchase is before the closing date of the 
home they are selling. A bridge loan allows the 
buyer to use equity from the current home as 
a down payment on the new home, with the 
expectation that the current home will close 
within a short time frame and the bridge loan 
will be repaid. 

How a Bridge Loan Works 

The bridge loan is secured to the buyer’s 
existing home (the one they are selling) and 
the funds from the sale of the home are used 
to pay off the bridge loan. Practically the bridge 
loan given by the lender will be limited to the 
amount of equity the person has in the home. 
The loan is usually given by the lender who 
will be financing the mortgage for the new 
home, although, private lenders also offer 
bridge loans. The loan is typically restricted to 
90 days, and will not be given unless there is 
a firm sale agreement, which includes a firm 
closing date. 

Interest on Bridge Loans 

The interest rate on a bridge loan varies from 
the current interest rate on open or variable 
mortgages, to the interest rate on a personal 
line of credit, to the rate of the mortgage you 
are currently acquiring. Since the time the 
bridge loan is held is so short, whatever the 
interest rate, it will be almost inconsequential 
to the flexibility and peace of mind a bridge 
loan offers. Consequently, bridge loans are 
becoming more popular, as persons much 
prefer the convenience of having a week or 2 
to move from one home to the other.

Let’s ensure 
Ebola is 
contained 

A t first glance it seems like kicking a guy while he's 

down. Liberia has announced they plan to prosecute 
Ebola patient Thomas Eric Duncan for lying about his 
health status. But it's the right thing to do. 

Duncan is currently hospitalized in Dallas, where he flew 
from Liberia on Sept. 20. During a screening process, he 
said that he hadn't tended to anyone with Ebola or touched 
a dead body in an area affected by the disease. 

It appears that may be incorrect. 

Screening for communicable diseases on flights isn't an 
exact science. It can take up to three weeks for Ebola symp¬ 
toms to present. 

As the Duncan case illustrates, the screening process is 
based on the honour system. 

We're glad to see Liberia takes these travel issues seri¬ 
ously. 

So far Canadian officials have placed an "avoid non- 
essential travel" advisory on Guinea, Liberia and Sierra 
Leone. Concern for the health of our children, seniors and 
others with fragile health demands continued vigilance of 
those whose trips began in those affected regions. 

Canada generally doesn't receive direct flights from West 
Africa. But there are a number of ways someone from the 
region can travel here via the United States or Europe. 

So if someone like Duncan can make it to Dallas, some¬ 
one else infected with Ebola can touch down in Toronto. 

A Toronto hospital has already isolated someone with a 
fever who recently travelled to West Africa. 

Fortunately, the disease is hard to contract, and it isn't 
even in the top 20 causes of death in Africa. 

But the whole reason Ebola is flaring up in West Africa is 
because their countries lack the same public health rigour 
as we have over here. 

We have spent significant time and resources over the 
decades to strengthen our public health systems so out¬ 
breaks like this don't happen. 

While it makes sense to better insulate ourselves from 
those countries with less advanced health standards, let's 
keep the Ebola risk in perspective. 

Let us also continue to do our part to help bolster public 
health systems in West Africa. They need basic, inexpensive 
but vitally important materials - such as masks, gloves, 
chlorine - to combat the spread of this disease.

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County wants your used single-use batteries

Used single-use batteries for a myriad of devices in the 
home — remote controls, toys, smoke alarms, electronic 
devices and more — have one last purpose before they are 
discarded: being disposed of properly. 

County and city officials hope area residents do the right 
thing when it comes to getting rid of that stockpile of used 
batteries hidden in drawers and accumulating on shelves. 

Simcoe County is launching a new waste collection pro¬ 
gram for single-use batteries, with collection taking place the 
week of Nov. 3. It's intended to make it easier for residents 
with county garbage and recycling services to do the environ¬ 
mentally responsible thing when disposing of type AAA, AA, 
C, D, 9 volt and button batteries, commonly used for hearing 
aids and watches. 

Rechargeable batteries, cell phone and laptop batteries, car, 
industrial and battery packs are not accepted in the program, 
but may be taken to any County of Simcoe household haz¬ 
ardous waste facility for safe, free disposal. 

Officials want to keep the hazardous materials in batteries 
out of landfills, said Rob McCullough, the county's director of 
solid waste management. 

"Batteries have a high quantity of heavy metals in them 
which are harmful to the environment. Those metals are not 
greatly mobile, as they bind well with carbon sources of which 
there are significant quantities in a landfill," he said. "Remov¬ 
ing the source of the potentially negative impacts of batteries 
is the most preferable and efficient method and we are hope¬ 
ful that residents will use our battery collection program." 

County residents — excluding those in Barrie and Orillia — 
will be getting a battery bag in the mail over the next week or 
so and can set the sealed bag out for collection beside their 
recycling box on their regular waste collection day between 
Nov. 3 and 7. Additional quantities of batteries can be set out 
in a zip lock type bag if residents have more accumulated bat¬ 
teries than fit in the bag provided. 

McCullough said a number of other municipalities, includ¬ 
ing Durham Region, have implemented a curbside program 
and have received a good response from the public. 

"We believe the additional convenience of the curbside col¬ 
lection will significantly enhance our battery capture rates," 
he said. "Additionally, we have purposely timed our curbside 
battery collection program to co-ordinate with the messaging 
many fire departments are putting out with the coming time 
change for swapping out the batteries in home smoke 
alarms." 

Erich Jacoby-Hawkins, who sits on the board of Living 
Green Barrie, said changes legislated by governments could 
do more to ensure the recycling of batteries, and keeping 
them out of landfills. 

"Deposit and return, just like we use for wine and liquor 
bottles," he said. "It's incredibly effective for beer bottles and 
cans. They have a vastly higher rate of being recycled than 
pop cans and bottles, even though they're the same material 
and same recycling process." 

He suggested the easiest way to recycle batteries would be 
at point of purchase. 


"If your battery is worn out and you need a new one, when 
you go to buy the new one you take the old one with you. We 
could include something in the system that covers their cost 
for it," Jacoby-Hawkins said. "If you're going to be making a 
profit selling batteries, then you should accept that part of 
that business model is that you have to pay a deposit when 
people bring them back in." 

Some stores are doing their part and already have battery 
drop-off bins, he added. 

"Unless you're actually going to one of the stores that has a 
bin, it can be a little inconvenient because the city only takes 
hazardous waste on Saturdays," he said. 

Jacoby-Hawkins also suggested mandatory labelling on bat¬ 
teries that suggests proper disposal, besides the small print 
stating not to throw them in the fire. 

The county’s battery collection program receives some 
funding through Stewardship Ontario’s Orange Drop program 
(www.makethedrop.ca). Processing of batteries collected by 
the county will be provided by Raw Materials Company. It 
separates the various components of the batteries, with 
approximately 90% of the battery components being recycled. 

Barrie and county residents can bring unwanted recharge¬ 
able and single-use batteries to the Household Hazardous 
Waste Depot, 272 Ferndale Drive North, on Saturday from 9 
a.m. to 4 p.m. The service is free. For more information about 
the county's single-use battery collection week, contact cus¬ 
tomer service at 705-735-6901 or visit simcoe.ca.

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Six-storey wood frame buildings get nod

Changes to the Ontario Building Code 
approved by the province this week may bode 
well for more affordable housing in Simcoe 
County. 

The changes will allow wood-frame build¬ 
ings to be constructed up to six storeys high, 
raising the limit from four storeys, and will 
require new safety requirements for the struc¬ 
tures. Those include constructing stairwells 
with non-combustible materials and roofs 
with combustion-resistant materials, making 
Ontario's regulations some of the most rigor¬ 
ous in Canada. 

Ontario Minister of Municipal Affairs and 
Housing Ted McMeekin said the "made-in- 
Ontario model" for mid-rise wood construc¬ 
tion provides "the highest requirements for 
fire safety in Canada." 

The building code changes will come into 
effect on Jan. 1, 2015, and will bring the 
province to similar standards already set in 
British Columbia (the province made a simi¬ 
lar change to its building code in 2009) as 
well as in several jurisdictions in the U.S. and 
the European Union. 

"The changes provide Ontario's architects 
and builders new options to create affordable 
and attractive pedestrian-oriented buildings 
that enhance streetscapes," said Paul Bed¬ 
ford, professor of urban planning at the Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto, who is also a former chief 
planner for the City of Toronto. 

"This recognizes the fact that there is a 
need and we're thrilled with it," said James 
Bazely, of Gregor Homes in Barrie and former 
president of the Ontario Home Builders' 
Association. 

"Up until now the building code did not 
have a provision for six-storey wood frame 


construction. It took out the residential home 
builders' ability to construct them," he said. 
"As we have intensification and the demand 
and desire for multi-family units, this gives 
builders/developers the ability to build apart¬ 
ment buildings or walkup towns or whatever 
these six-storey buildings will end up being. 

"It certainly changes the way I look at 
potential properties. Now I can look at a 
potential piece of development property and 
say 'I can actually get six units out of that 
instead of three'. 

Bazely said what it gets down to is more 
affordable housing. 

"These structures are going to be a lot less 
expensive to build than a steel and concrete 
building. So now if a developer has a piece of 
land that's 200-feet by 200-feet that would 
have housed three families, now it can house 
six families. 

"This is a big announcement," he added. 

Bazely acknowledged there was some 
"push-back" on the proposed changes by fire¬ 
fighter associations. 

"They were claiming this would be tougher 
for them to deal with (in case of a fire) and 
poses a higher risk for them to fight a framed 
building that's six storeys high," he said. "We 
argued that with the new building techniques 
(including fire-rated drywall and fire walls) 
we use and the type of drywall, etc, that's not 
the issue. 

"There are different techniques and prod¬ 
ucts in place that are available that we now 
can utilize in wood-frame construction to 
prevent the spread of fire," said, using 

Gord Allison, Barrie's director of building 
and bylaw services, said the recent code 
changes will offer developers another option 
for the construction of buildings that are five 
or six storeys in height. 

"I am confident the research conducted by 


the regulatory agencies in Ontario and 
Canada, along with representatives of the 
building industry, have determined this 
expanded form of construction will still pro¬ 
vide comparable protection for the safety of 


the building occupants," he said. "We look 
forward to receiving the first permit applica¬ 
tions for a local development that chooses to 
use this new opportunity for a five- or six- 
storey (wood-frame) structure."

The evidence in jury trial that is delving into the death of 
Collingwood man who was stabbed in the neck with a broken 
golf putter has now completed. 

Bradley Hubbard, 42, of Collingwood, died while playing 
golf with his common-law wife and two children at the Put¬ 
ting Edge glow-in-the-dark golf course in Barrie on Aug. 13, 
2011. 

On trial for second-degree murder is Matthew Spring, who 
was 18 years old at the time. Spring has pleaded not guilty. 
His lawyer, Angela McLeod, argues it was a case of self- 
defence. 

The jury has heard that Spring and his brother and another 
teen, both 19, were being loud and obnoxious when the alter¬ 
cation broke out between them and Hubbard. 

Spring testified he was afraid for his brother's life when he 
saw Hubbard, described as a massive man at 312 pounds, 
grasped his brother by the neck and began choking him. 

Spring said he whacked Hubbard on the legs and his putter 
broke, and when that didn't stop him he held the broken end 
to Hubbard's neck. 

Spring said he didn't mean to stab Hubbard, but somehow 
in the flailing about, the shaft went into his neck. 

The shaft penetrated four centimetres deep and nicked 
Hubbard's jugular vein and carotid artery. He died within 
minutes. 

Now that the evidence has concluded, the jury was sent 
home while legal discussions are held for the rest of the week. 

Closing arguments were begin Tuesday and the jury is 
expected to begin deliberation that evening.

Sun Media English-language papers poised for sale

TORONTO — The $316-million purchase of Sun Media's 
English-language papers will create the country's largest digi¬ 
tal and news organization, Postmedia president and CEO Paul 
Godfrey says. 

Postmedia is positioning itself to compete with digital 
behemoths to provide homegrown content on multiple plat¬ 
forms — print, web, tablet and smartphone, he said. 

Godfrey, the former president and CEO of Sun Media, 
pointed out that many senior Postmedia executives have links 
back to the chain. 

"In some ways, today is a family reunion," Godfrey said 
Monday. 

Rod Phillips, chairman of the Postmedia board of directors, 
said the agreement was reached late Sunday and must still get 
the green light from regulators, including the Competition 
Bureau. 

"But today is a very exciting day — today's a great day for 
made-in-Canada journalism," Phillips said. 

"And in our view it's the best way forward for an industry 
that for the past decade has faced significant competitive 
challenges from digital giants like Google and Facebook." 

Postmedia has no plans to close down newspapers, even in 
the markets where it already has a competing product, God¬ 
frey said. 

While there are no job guarantees, there are no immediate 
plans to conduct layoffs and, in some cases, Postmedia has 
identified places where the staff may need to be beefed up, he 
said. 

"We intend to keep Sun Media's large daily newspapers in 
those markets where we overlap. Their readers and their 


advertisers in many cases are different from those of Post¬ 
media," he said. 

Glenn Garnett, vice-president of editorial for Sun Media 
Corporation, said the involvement of so many former Sun 
leaders, now senior Postmedia executives, will ease the transi¬ 
tion. 

"I think this is the best outcome we could have hoped for," 
Garnett said. "In this media landscape, critical mass matters 
and this deal is as big as it gets. 

“In Paul, Wayne (Parrish) and Lou (Clancy), Postmedia has 
senior executives who understand the Sun brand and, more 
importantly, are forward thinking and innovative in develop¬ 
ing digital. My managers are pumped and looking forward to 
it." 

Postmedia has acquired 175 English-language publications 
and their associated digital properties, including Canoe, The 
Toronto Sun, The Ottawa Sun, The Winnipeg Sun, The 
Edmonton Sun, The Calgary Sun, the London Free Press and 
24 Hours in Toronto and Vancouver. 

The Barrie Examiner, Innisfil Examiner, Bradford Times, 
Orillia Packet and Times, Collingwood Enterprise Bulletin, 
Owen Sound Sun-Times, Sudbury Sun, North Bay Nugget and 
the Sault Star are also part of the deal. 

Sun News Network was never part of the acquisition discus¬ 
sions and remains with Quebecor Media, Godfrey said. 

"We will own the Sun brand as it pertains to newspapers 
including the logo," Godfrey said. 

Sun Media will continue to operate independently with its 
own newsrooms and opinions, he said. 

Although advertising revenue has been on the decline, 
newspapers remain a premier source of reliable journalism 
and this deal gives both Postmedia and Sun Media "more 
runway" as the industry evolves, he said. 


Many people are still happiest receiving their information 
on printed paper but increasingly, young people want their 
news in a digital format on the device of their choice, he said. 

"If you don't march towards that future, you're going to dis¬ 
appear," Godfrey said.

Along with the obvious 
risk of pulled muscles, plus back and shoul¬ 
der pain, shoveling can lead to heart attacks. 
That's because cold temperatures cause 
blood vessels in the heart to constrict, mini¬ 
mizing blood flow at a time when the heart is 
beating harder due to physical exertion. 

Snow blowing gets us away from shove¬ 
ling, but it is still hard work for people con¬ 
cerned with health risks. Although less stren¬ 
uous than shoveling, the use of a snow 
blower (or snow thrower) still requires physi¬ 
cal labour in cold, snowy conditions that can 
result in slips, falls or over-exposure. 

Home plowing now is the latest trend. In 
recent years, manufacturers have made great 
strides in reducing the size and weight of 
snow plows so that they represent a viable, 
safe and convenient snow removal option for 
homeowners and small business owners.

5 ways to stay energy efficient this winter

Improving your 
home's insulation is one of 
the fastest and most cost 
effective ways to cut down 
on your heating costs. 

3. Maintain your furnace: 
Most manufacturers recom¬ 
mend that you clean or 
replace furnace filters every 
three months. It's important 
to book a full inspection with 
a professional to maintain 


your manufacturer's warranty 
and ensure your system is 
working safely and efficiently. 
Doing this should also help 
cut down on your energy 
consumption. 

4. Use 'free' heat: Open cur¬ 
tains and blinds on sunny 
days to let the warmth in. 

5. Seal it up: Check for air 
leaks around doors, win¬ 
dows and electrical outlets 
and use caulking or weather 
stripping to seal out the cold 
air. If you were to add up all 
the leaks in the average 
Canadian home, you would 
end with a hole about the 
size of a basketball.

Prep drains for winter 

Prepare for the winter run-off by add¬ 
ing a downspout extension to your cur¬ 
rent drainage system. Come spring, 
melting snow should be directed at least 
three to four feet away from your home's 
foundation. Make sure exterior faucets 
have been turned off. Any water left in 
the pipe could freeze, forcing expensive 
repairs for burst pipes. 

Fall dust down 

Now is the time to thoroughly clean 
heating ducts, grills, registers and ceil¬ 
ing fans. Air filters should be replaced as 
least once every three months as they 
can become clogged, causing your sys¬ 
tem to work less efficiently and increas¬ 
ing operating costs.
